30TH LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY, 
TerrITORY or NEW Mexico. 

Mn. SPEAKER AND GENTLEMEN:— Your Committee on Peni- 
tentiary beg leave to submit this their report: That while not 
being Pinkerton detectives, nor engaged in the business of 
supplying capital for political tricksters, we have endeavored 
to perform our whole duty by carefully inquiring into the 
matters connected with the Ge and with the manage- 


ment thereof. 


We have examined a jän number of witnesses and have 
visited the penitentiary on different occasions. We found that 
celebrated school for scandal, sometimes called a prison, to be 


situated tipon the outskirts of the ancient city of Santa Fe, 


which at the present time is the capital and seat of govern- 
ment of the Territory of New Mexico. The prison was Jocated 
on its present site by act of the Territorial Legislature, session 
of 1884, and cost the Territory the sum of $150,000.00. Your 
committee has been informed, and believe it to be true, that 
the said prison, or one just as good, could be built at a cost 


not exceeding $49,000.00; in fact, one of the witnesses exüm- 
„ined by your committee stated That as good a prison could 
‘be built for $40,000.00 if the party who let Me contract did 


not have a pull on the Territory“ 

Of the management and affairs of the penitentiary at the 
present time, the board of commissioners say in substance as 
follows: ` 

The, management of the Institution i is now vested in a Board 
of Penitentiary . consisting of seven members,

and chapter 27 Laws of the 29th Legislative i 8818 
that not more than five of whom shall belong to any one politi- ' 
cal party and not more than two of whom shall be residents of 
any one county, and none of whom shall hold any other Terri- 
toria! office. They are allowed a salary of one hundred dol- 

lars per annum and actual traveling expenses. "They are ap- 
pointed by the Governor, by and with the advice and consent 
of the Legislative Council. The secretary of said board is 
elected by it, and is required to keep a complete reeord of the 
proceedings of said board, and is allowed a'salary not to ex- 
ceed three hundred dollars per annum. The board is author- 
ized. and required to employ a superintendent, assistant superin- 
tendent, and all other officers and CS as provided by 
law. 


In compliance with the aforesaid statute, the Governor ap: 


— pointed, by and with the advice and consent of the Legislative 


Council, as such commissioners: J. W. Dwyer, of Colfax 
county; A. L. Branch, of Mora county; T. D. Burns, of Rio 
Arriba county; Ambrosio Pino and N. B. Laughlin, of Santa 
Fe county; J. R. Armijo, of Bernalillo county, and J. R. 


DeMier, of Dona Ana county. 


On March 2nd, 1891, said commissioners met at the peni- 
tentiary building and, after having been qualified, organized - 
by the election of J. W. Dwyeras president and N, B. Laugh- 
lin as secretary of said board, and assumed the control and 
management of the institution. At this meeting J. Francisco 
Chavez, of Valencia county, was employed as superintendent 


for the period of one year from April 4th, 1891. 


Atthe meeting of the board on May 8th, 1891, the superin- . 
tendent appointed J. H. DeFouri as chaplain, Dr. R. H. Long- 
will as physician, and Mrs. J. Francisco Chavez as matron, 
which appointments were approved by the board. At this 
meeting the superintendent sent the name of Fernando Del- 
gado for assistant superintendent, and he was, confirmed as 
such. On the lst day of July he was discharged by the 
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superintendent, who appointed E. H.. Bergmann to that position, 
and he was confirmed by the board as such on July 27th, 1891. 

At the time the present board assumed the management of 
"the institution there were then confined 121 prisoners, 110 of 
whom were males and eleven females; ninety-five of these were 
territorial prisoners, ninety-three males and two females. -Of 
the twenty-six United States prisoners seventeen s were males 
and eleven females. 


"UNITED STATES PRISONERS, 


Persons convicted of offenses against the laws of the United 

. States in this Territory are held in the penitentiary under a 
contract with the Department of Justice at Washington, made 
with the warden of the penitentiary Dec. 7, 1886, and the Ter- 
ritory is allowed under that contract one dollar per day each 
for their keeping and maintenance, the proceeds of which is 
furned over to the Territorial Treasurer to the credit of the 
convicts’ earnings fund. 


CONDITION OF THE PENITENTIARY, 


When the Present board assumed the management the insti- 
tution was in very bad repair; discipline was bad; all tools and 

implements were worn out; there were no supplies of any kind 
on hand; the:clay for making brick was exhausted; the old 
stockade was almost useless. All these things had to be pro- 
vided for by supplying the same with new "material. The floor 

in a portion of the main building had to be replaced and the -. 
buildings, inside and outside, needed painting. There, were 
only two horses for the use of the penitentiary, one old buggy, ; 

iwó wagons, nó tools or machinery of any kind for the manu- ` 
facture of brick, or for employing the convicts at any kind of E 

labor; no mechanical or skilled labor of any. kind in the insti- 

tution, except a little tailoring’ and shoemaking: for the convicts; 

. the.furniture and. the kitchen utensils were alinost all used up 

and ont of order; in fact, the entire building and grounds had 

* to be repaired and remodeled throughout. = 
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DISCIPLINE, N 

The board, at its- meeting in April, 1891, adopted & le that 
no one should be employed in any capacity in or about the 
institution who was in any way related to any member of the 
board, the superintendent or the assistant superintendent, except 
that the wife of the superintendent or of the assistant superin- 
tendent might be appointed matron, which rule’ the board has 

enforced rigidly, and it has proven to have had an admirable 
effect in the matter of discipline. 
Under the present management the discipline has improved 
up to tlie present time, until it is thought by the board that 
the present discipline and general character of the institution 
is now as nearly perfect as it is possible to make it under the 


existing circumstances. l 
ESCAPES. E 


During the year from March 2 to Nov. 1, 1891, there were 
ten escapes, four of which were recaptured and brought back 
to the penitentiary, and the other six are still at large. Of 
these, three of them are life men. The circumstances and. 
causes of the escapes are attributed to the inefficiency of the 
guards employed at that time, and all against whom any blame 
could be attached were immediately discharged. l 

During the year from May 2 to Dec. 1, 1892, there was one 
„escaping convict, who is still at large. This convict was a 
“trusty, who had but a few months to serve, and there can be 
no blame attached to any-one for the escape. The circum- 
stances of all the escapes are fully set out in the report of the 
superintendent to the board: and is herewith submitted. 

HEALTH OF PRISONERS. 


The general health of the prisoners has been exceptionally 
good, there having occurred but four deaths during the two 
yeärs, and only one case of insanity is now reported. 

MANAGEMENT. l 
On the 8rd day of Nov., 1891, Superintendent Chavez ten- 


* dered.his resignation as such, which resignation was accepted 
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by the board, and Assistant Superintendent E. H. Bergmann 


Vas placed in charge of the institution, acting as superintend- 


ent, and exchanged receipts with Superintendent Chavez; Phil. 
J. Barber, the then yardmaster, assumed. the duties and acted 


as assistant superintendent until the 2nd day of May, 1892, ' 


when J. R. DeMier, of Dona Ang county, having resigned as 


' a member of the board of commissioners, was employed as 


;guperintendent for the period of one year from said date, and 
thereupon took charge of the institution. ' 


On June 2, 1892, the superintendent appointed Rev. J. H. 
De Fouri chaplain; Dr. W. S. Harroun physician, Simon Nus-. 
baum assistant superintendent, Phil. J. Barber yardmaster and 


` Mrs. J. R. Deier matron, which appointments were approved 


by the board, exeept Simon Nusbaum for assistant superin- 
tendent, whose appointment was rejected by the board. The

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The commissioners are of the opinion that the force and 


salary as now provided by law are ample and sufficient to main- 


tain order and: discipline, and to hold the prisoners while at 


work. 
EMPLOYMENT OF THE CONVIOTS. 

It has been the intention of the board, as well as of the 
superintendent who has been in charge under the present 
management, to keep the prisoners émployed at least eight 
hours per day at some useful and healthful labor; the: men 
doing outdoor work, and the women, under thé charge of the 
matron, at such work inside of the Ge walls as can be pe 
vided for them. ` - 

Some of the prisoners unable fo do outside — have jon 


employed in tHe manufacture of fancy articles. = 


RELIGION. 
There is no sectarian doctrine maintained in the institution, 
but regular services are held in the chapel one Sabbath in each 
month by the chaplain, and on such other Sabbaths as any 
minister of the gospel desires, and in case any prisoner desires 
to consult any particular minister on religious matters, his 


wishes are complied with, provided it in no way shall interfere 


with the order and discipline of the institution. 
EDUCATION. 


The 29th Legislative Assembly appropriated the sum = one 
hundred dollars, out of any funds not otherwise appropriated, 
to be used in the purchase of school books for convicts who 


* 


can not read and write, but, as there was not such fund, the : 


amount was paid out of the convicts’ earnings fund. It was 


found there were thirty-two convicts who could not read or 


write; a class was started and fair progress has been made by 


such persons. Those who can read are supplied with proper 


books from the prison library, which, though small, contains 
some good books, and they are very neceptable donntions to the 


institution. The teaching and reading are not allowed to 


interfere with working hours and disoipline. N

The board purchased one Hipdred dollars worth ot hogs in

PURCHASENG SUPPLIES. - 


Under Chap 76, Sec. 31, Laws of the 28th Legislative Assem- | 


bly, the board is required to purchase supplies semi annually 
by contract, after having published a list showing the articles 
needed for the ensuing six months in three newspapers, one 
published in Santa Fe, one in Albuquerque, and one in Las 
Vegas, at least ten days before the time fixed for letting the 
contracts, and that the advertisements shall state specifically 


‘each article and the kind, amount and quantity 80 required. 
The board has endeavored to comply with these requirements 


as fully as possible, and it is found to be very satisfactory in 
some instances; but it is believed that it might be improved in 
some particulars, as, for instance, there are a great many very 


small articles of very little value the advertising of which, - 


twice a year, costs the Territory almost or quite as much as the 
articles are worth, so it might be a saving to the Territory to 


either purchase them in Gem market or advertise = them 


once a year. 


It has at all times been the object of the EEN to purchase 
the best quality of food, clothing and materials offered, suita- 
ble to the circumstances in each case, and it has been found to 


, be much cheaper and better than to purchase the lower priced 
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"RATIONS, - ; 


The rations provided. for the support: and Pen as 
fixed in Chap. 76, Sec. 56, Bawsef the 28th Legislative Assem- 
bly, has Been supplied tothe convicts, and it has been found, in 

the ent of the board, ample and sufficient; as is verified

of the prison, nearl exhausted, and within the next two or three 


years some other industry wil have io be provided or the 


prisoners will be out of employment and the institution will be- 


eome a dead expense to the Territory, and insanity GE the 
prisoners will rapidly increase. 2 4 | 

It will require a large sum of money to enable the- manage- 
ment to engage in any enterprise in the manufacturing line, 
and at present the feasibility of such enterprise is very doubt- 


ful, from the fact that the nature, character and the habits of 


the convicts therein confined render them unfit for any kind of 
skilled labor, with very few exceptions, ‘and especially while 
there are such a small number in the penitentiary and so few 
of them long term men. A tannery and shoemaking has been 
suggested; also machinery for manufacturing coarse wool goods 


furniture has also been suggested, and discussed by the board, 


but with the present class of labor it is doubtful whethér any 


of these things wóuld pay for the investment and the experi- 
ment. All these matters are respectfully referred to Ee

We find the cost per day for each convict to average, from 


December Ist, 1891, to December Ist, 1892: for subsistence, 
11 3-5 cents; for pay of officers and employes, 28 2-5-cents; 
cost of clothing for convicts, 2 2-5 cents; and that for the pre- 
vious year it cost the Territory, per day, for each man: for 


subsistence, 154 cents; for pay of officers and employes, 


26 4-5 cents; for clothing for convicts, 2 9-10 cents. 


Your committee has taken a great deal of evidence in regard 
to rumors concerning mismanagement, fraud, etc., but could 
find nothing that would warrant charges being brought against 
anyone, some of the witnesses denying in toto newspaper 
charges. 


And ín conclusion, your committee is of the opinion that 
the ferritorial penitentiary, under the present superintendent, 


is conducted in as good a manner and will compare favorably - 


as to management with the prisons of different Statos and with 
any previous management of that celebrated institution.

Hon. Board Penitontiary Commissioners New Mexico Peni- 
tenliary. 

GasTLEMEN:—In compliance with the law; I present te you 
the report covering the differont transactions of this institution 
from Dec. 1, 1890, to Nov. 30, 1891, aud from Dec. 1, 1891, 
to Nov. 30, 1892. It has required considerable labor to se- 
eure proper data from Dec. 1, 1890, up to May 2, SE I 
assumed charge as superintendent. 


Since I took charge,.the buildings have been . and 
repaired, the sewerage system greatly improved, and the vater 
and steam service put in first-class condition. The water serv- 
‘ice in the main building connected on to main fire pipe, so 
that any. interruption of the flow of water is detected almost 
immediately. Water hydrants and all exposed piping have 
been fitted ‘with seM-drainers. Extensive brick sidewalks have 
been laid. A new stockede, ‘built: out: of two inch dumbex - 
fourjsen feet high, has. bean erected ch the Buh side “and 
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ber of the old stockade. An ice-house with a capacity of about l 


150 tons has been built at the pond in the south-east corner. 


A brick sentry tower erected in front and south of main 


entrance, A brick wall, seventeen feet high, set on a cut stone 
wall three feet high, making top of wall twenty feet high, and 
182 feet long, from north-west corner of cell-house to north- 
west line-of the grounds, with a sentry tower on the corner, has 
been completed; and fifty feet of brick wall, twenty feet high, 


'on north side is finished, and 471 feet, thirteen feet high, to- 


the north-east corher has been built. The wall is twenty-six 
inches thick, laid ona stone foundation four feet deep, under- - 
laid with a hard cement gravel To build this it has required 
460,172 brick and 697 perches of stone About one-third of 
this stone was hauled from à quarry three miles distant. As 
soon as the weather permits wall will be finished to a uniform 
height of twenty feet. The doors, window frames, and other 
wood-work is being made ready for the two-story building, in 
which there will be a store-room, clothing : room and laundry 
on the first floor, a dispensary and hospital on tlie second floor, 
and a bath-room and bakery in the basement. The building 
will be forty by eighty feet, and will be ready to occupy by 
April, and will require another officer in addition to the pres- 


ent force, to maintain discipline and to'attend to other duties. l 


I wish to draw your attention to the cost of maintenance for

' . Your attention is called to the great 1053 i in earnings, and as 
most of the United. States prisoners wilk be released by the be- 
ginning of the 44th fiscal year, and we can not sell more brick, 
having scarcely enough brick . clay available to supply our 
wants, and the whole amounts of appropriations never availa- 
ble, this year being but 78 per cent, the appropriations should 
be based on the theory that there will be no earnings for the 
next two jona, and that the fall appropriations: will be availa- 
ble. 

Between brick-making and improvements, the prisoners can 
be kept at labor until the early part of 1894. After that date 
there will be nothing but idleness for the majority of them, 
and some detion: shonld be taken to provide them sa proper 
employment. 
The discipline of me prison is good. The men ars well fed 
and clothed. They are willing workers and all of the improve- 
ments have been made by them, and no skilled labor has been 
employed, with the exception of a carpenter.

No. 425, Frank Cody, sentenced for seven years from Santa J 
Fe county for robbery, received here Feb, 9, 1891, escaped 
June 13, 1891,.and is still at large. He escaped under the 
following circumstances: Some trusties were at work south 
of the prison grounds loading carts with brick clay. Cody 


walked out behind one of the carts with a shovel on his 


Shoulder. The guard at the gate, who was supposed to know 
every trusty by his features as well as his number, never chal- 
lenged him. He was missed in about an hour; but he iji 80 
far evaded recapture.

John R. DeMier, Esq., Supt. N. M. Penitentiary. . 
Sm. — At your request, I herewith submit a report of my 


services during the time I have held the position of physician ~ . 


to the penitentiary, from May 15, 1892. 

It will be seen that while a goódly number of cases have 
been attended they have been, for the most part, not of a 
serious nature, The one exception has been that during the 
latter part of the summer quite a number of cases of dysen- 
tery occurred—43—0f which one proved fatal. It is possible 
that the condition of the water supply had something to do 
with this large number of cases of bowel trouble, as it is well. 
known that during the latter part of the summer and fall the 


water was limited, and the character of that furnished was not ` | 
-up to the usual standard of excellence. ` One fatal bass of 


pneumonia has also occurred, making the ES ‘of eee 
two (2) in the last seven (7) months.

Mexico Insane Asylum opens, to transfer to that institution 


any cases considered dangerous to be kept in the penitentiary.
